y our charge. You state, and no doubt Vhov e, 
that the interests of tin* road are being v ery se­ 
riously injun*d by the enforcement of that clause. 
Judge Cooley then tells Mr. Hanley that 
the commission would l» o pleased to giv e his 
road relief if they could, but are constrained 
to hold the application under adv isement still 
longer, and as the delay entitles the railway 
to some statement of reasons, proeecxla as fol­ 
lows: 
The fourth section of the “ Act to regulate com­ 
merce,” as we all v ery well understand, was in­ 
tended to establish the general law that more 
should not 1*e charged for transportation for the 
shorter than for the longer haul ov er the same 
line in the same direction, under circumstances 
and conditions substantially similar. 
I tail road 
companies including y our own had Is for« * its 
passage b» *en accustomed in many cases to charge 
inon* for the shorter haul, judging for themselv es 
whether the circumstances and eorulitions author­ 
ized or required it,. Congress, in passing the act, 
decided that the rule should thereafter preclude 
this greater charge, and in so doing, it must I«* un­ 
derstood to hav e determined that, in its J udgment, 
any Incidental injuries that might Hoa from the 
enforcement of tho general rule would Ini more 
than counterbalanced by resulting Im*ih fits. 
The letter then says tha act contemplates 
cases where, in furthoraucoof public interest, 
the genera! rule should be suspended, l*ut sub­ 
mits, first, that the cases* must be “exception­ 
al,” or in w hich the facta make them stand 
a pail from ordinary cases, and though these 
coses are not defined, it ev idently intends that 
they shall Ix? special and peculiar, anil where 
only general reasons operate the general law 
shall be left to its course, howev er s cions tho 
consequences may Ikj to particular interests; 
second, that, suKjiension must 
Ik* based upon u 
full inv estigation of the ease which shall sat­ 
isfy the commissioners that the case is in fact 
exceptional and fairly within the intent of the 
prov isions of the luw; third, that it must 
Imj 
assume 1 that congress intended the general 
law in its main feature to l*o ¡enmment for 
the whole country, and contemplated that 
considerable sacrifices would irece. warily be 
submitted to by so mo interests while tho law 
wax in procem of establishment —sacrifices 
that are a necessary consequence «•; intro­ 
ducing such a great change in tin*, conduct of 
tho carrying trade of tho country, these sac­ 
rifices Udng borne for the general g‘« >d, and 
if they are greater than that general gt-od 
demands it is expected that a remedy will

future be prov ided. 
Referring to the many apj)eals made to the 
commission for the suspension of tho lotig- 
and-shorfc-huul clause, the letter says they 
came from all parts of the country, and that 
in many easi .s they sec-me 1 to be made on the 
1 relief that the probability of injury was in 
itself sufficient warrant for susjiension of that 
claus e This belief, the letter says, is without 
warrant of law; in fact, ev en the certainty of 
injury to eoiqx» rations or indiv iduals is not in 
itself sutlicieut for suspension, and could not 
be* made so without giv ing the commission 
more power than is consistent with sound 
principles of gov ernment. 
If tho law were 
to prov e generally mischiev ous, that fact 
would, instead of giv ing tho commission 
greater power, giv e it less, because there 
would then I*) no “exceptional” case.*. 
The letter then goes into a long ex planation 
of why suspension has been granted in some 
cases for a limited time, and in this connection 
informs Mr. Hanley that his case has not been 
postponed because of action in other coses, as 
there are so many of them that his case has 
not y et been reaehod in its regular order. Tho 
matter of ascertaining some rule of action is 
adv erted to and the letter say s the commission 
proposed to supplement what guidance could 
be obtained by the debate in congress on the 
bill by a study of the sy stem intended to bo 
dealt with. 
To this end the inv estigations so 
far made hav e been entered upon, and it is 
believ ed that this course is best calculated to 
secure the most ex cellent results. The inquiry 
affords opportunities not only to those in fav or 
of suspension, but to thoso opposed, to be 
heard, and by this means the commission be­ 
comes possessed of facts that will enable it to 
better J udge where cases fall under the rule of 
ex ceptions. This would require much time, 
and the commission made some temporary 
orders after inquiries which were not as full 
as desirable, because if they had applied the 
law rigidly until full inquiry was made much 
moro trouble would hav e resulted. 
Tho letter 
concludes as follows: 
You speak strongly and earnestly of the reasons 
for granting y our application. 
But in order to 
warrant its being granted, it is not enough that 
the application, If considered by itself, appears 
to hav e merits. The commission must consider in 
each case what effect tho giv ing of relief to one 
applicant will hav e upon other interests, arid y our 
knowledge of railroad matters must enable y ou 
to perceiv e that in some sections of tho country 
the granting of one application may so affect the 
interests of other roads as to create a necessity 
for the like relief to sev eral more; tho satisfac­ 
tion of one complaint begetting others which 
are

Resolv ed, That lire object of the celebration is 
to re joi* ■** at t In* political, social and moral progress

the reign of (juecii Victoria, aside from the nom­ 
inal existence of monarekial institutions, and 1k*- 
Hev ing that « luring the lost fifty years the power 
of gov « rnnrent ha* lreen taken from the reigning 
monarch and placed in the hands of the people. 
Resolv ed, That wo rejoice because during the 
last fifty years inv entions, science, education and 
common commercial Interests hav e bound the two 
nations together by the ties of brotherhood, and 
we inv ite all American and British citizens alike 
to join in the celebration of a Jubilee which close:* 
a remarkable era of mutual adv ancement and 
opens the door of civ ilization to further possi­ 
bilities.

COWARDLY ATTACK ON O’ BRI EN AND 


A FEW FRI ENDS. 


A B rutal Mob Assault* th e Party In the 
Street w ith Show ers of Stone*—A Corres­ 
pondent H urt—The Irish College at Home 
Condemns the Parnell Cam paign—The 


Leader's Condition. 


Toronto , May 19.—Messrs. O’Brien and 
Kilbride did not leav e Wednesday night as 
was first intended, arrange*! to leav e Thurs­ 
day morning. 
This

generally 
known and a large crowd as early as 0o’clock 
began to assemble in front of the Uossin house 
and also at the Union station to see them off. 
Shortly after 8 o’clock Mr. O’Brien, Presi­ 
dent Mulligan and Secretary Cahill of the lo­ 
cal branch of the Land league, and Mr. Wall, 
reporter for Tho New York Tribune, came 
out of the Rossia ho use at the York street 
entrance, followed by Mr. Kilbride and Leefy, 
of the Land league, where a crowd had gath­ 
ered, and immediately they were greeted 
with groans and cheers. 
They walkod along 
King street eastward, followed by tho crowd 
and aeeomjmnied by two policemen. 
Tho 
crowd 
kept 
up 
hooting 
and 
yell­ 
ing 
and 
when 
the 
corner 
of 
Bay 
street 
was 
reached, 
where 
thero 
is 
a macadamized road, the crowd began pelt­ 
ing O’Brien, Cahill, Mulligan and Wall with 
stones. 
Kilbride and Teefy being in tho rear 
escaped the attention of the crowd. They 
turned quickly down Bay street, stones flying 
a refund them. 
O’Brien was struck between 
the shoulders and foil. 
Ho w'as quickly on 
his foot and endeav ored to enter one of the 
neighboring houses, but the door was locked. 
He was again struck with a stone and brought 
to his knees. 
Wall, tho reporter, was struck 
on the head close to the temple with a stone 
and badly hurt Mulligan w’as struck on the 
cheek and Cahill on the head, receiv ing an 
ugly wound. The policemen did not escape, 
Sergt. Adair receiv ing an ugly cut on his 
head. 
About this time the policemen charged the 
crowd, who, taking adv antage of this occur­ 
rence, made a rush upon O’Brien. 
Two men 
seized him, but before they could injure him 
tho policemen rushed upon them. O’Brien 
then started down Bay street, stones fly ing 
thickly around him, one striking him on tho 
hand. He turned along Welling street and 
took refuge in the shop of Thomas Lalor, a 
blacksmith, where sev eral men were at work. 
The crowd immediately began pelting the 
shop with stones, and in a few minutes ev ery 
window was broken and sev eral bicy cles 
smashed. Meanwhile Lalor took O’Brien out 
into a lane by a rear door, and they made 
their way to the RosBin house by another lane 
which runs into York street closo to the ho­ 
tel. The crowd hunted for O’Brien for some 
minutes, but not finding him they made their 
way back to the Rossin house. 
Cahill, Wall, and Mulligan had by this time 
also made their way back to the hotel, and 
had had their injuries attended to. A few in 
the crowd were also struck with stones thrown 
by their friends. Hooting and y elling and 
groaning were kept up in front of the Rossin 
house and ex dtment ran high. About 11 
o’clock nearly 100 y oung Irishmen marched 
along King street, headed by a fife band, and 
then marched to Lalor’s shop, where three 
cheers were giv en. They were followed by a 
loy alist crowd hooting and jeering at them. 
By this time, howev er, a large body of police­ 
men were on hand and prev ented a collision 
from taking place between the opposing fac­ 
tions. The policemen charged the loy alist 
crowd and dispersed them, and the y oung

sented his claims to congress, and they were 
allowed, but as there was not any surplus in 
those day s the claimant waa told that he most 
wait for his money . He died before be re­ 
ceiv ed a penny , and for more than half a cen­ 
tury the claim lay dormant. 
Some time between 185 0 and 1800 it ia « aid 
the official records in Washington were ex ­ 
amined, and a sum was appropriated to pay 
the De Hav en debt, but the Claimants, each

Three Hundred' Italians Surronndcl 
by m 
Wall of Fire, Fighting for Life—1 < rUnns 
Kseape » f a Small Party— A Treu» iitlou* 
Kx plonioti of Nitro-Olycerlue and It* Ef­ 
fects—Mlwtlnji Tramps. 


Mauqi kttk, Mich,, May 19.—-New* n just 
received from camp No. 3, on Hunnuit di­ 
vision, South Shore ex tension, that the camp 
is surrounded by fire. 
Georg« Grolet, a timber contractor, and 
eight men escaped through a mile of tire and 
smoke, leaving 000 Italians in the camp light­ 
ing fire. 
Every available vessel, including cooking 
utensils, 
was in use. The ouly available 
water was a well and a small creek sonit; dis­ 
tance away. An attempt made to move soma 
sick men failed. 
When the Grolet party.were a short « Ils- 
tance away they heard great shouting and 
saw- big flames, and believe the camp was 
burned. If so, it is feared there has lieen 
great loss of life among the panic-stricken 
Italians. 
Supplies in the warehouse were valued at 
$3,000, and the buildings at $1,000 more. 
The camp was owned by F. C. O’Reilly 
& 
Co., of New- York. 
Forest fires are again starting on the |**nin- 
eula and raging furiously southwest of this 
city, south of AuTroin, east of 1”Arise, and 
southwest of Baraga. 
In the vicinity of 
Regaunse and llhpeming they are very severe, 
and are now burning large tracts of valuable 
hardwood timber south. All employes of 
the Champion mine have turned out to 
fight the tire and save the mine and cord- 
wood. All ulong tho highlands of Portage 
lake, between the canal and West Hancock 
the fires are doing heavy damage. The loca­ 
tion of Hancock mine is in imminent danger. 
A large force is fighting hard near Quincy, 
Franklin, and Pewabic mines. Thousands of 
cords of wood are burned. The wind is stiff 
and the forests dry. Nothing but si***!/ and 
copious rains wdi save the pcuiraula. 


MI STAKEN FOR AN EARTHQUAKE. 


An Ex plosion of 83,00 Pounds of Kifro- 


G l yc e r i n e — T w o T r u m p s M is s in g . 
Duluth , Minn., May 19.—Al*>ut 4 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon a heavy earthquake 
shock was f elt hero which caused considera­ 
ble alarm. Many j>eople left their houses 
and sought refuge in cellars. 
L a te r.—The reported earthquake shock is 
now found to have lx>en a terrific ex plosion of 
nitro-glyeorine at Spirit Lake, eight miles 
from this city. 
Eighty throe hundred pound* 
of the ex plosive was stored in a wooden 
building, 50 by 30 foot. 
Where this stood 
there is now a hole 100 by 00 feet long and 
wide, and fifteen to forty feet deep. 
The 
largest piece of the building found is ten 
inches long. 
A three-inch iron pipe was 
twisted around a tree, and bits of iron and 
wood were found a mile from tho spot. Every 
w indow pane in eight houses within half a 
mile was broken, and one house which stood 
1,000 feet away from the store-house was 
completely wrecked. 
Trees 
were mowed 
down like grass. 
Two tramps seen near the 
building just prior to the ex plosion have not 
been seen since. A woman just recovering 
from illness was injured by timber falling 
across the l>ed, which crushed her ankles. It 
is supposed that the ex plosion was caused by 
heat from the sun or tampering by the 
tramps.

An Infant Industry That Is Likely To Be 
Very Badly Crushed Out. 
M orelia, Mex ico, May 19.—Lately a Mex ­ 
ican was killed near this place by a railway 
train, and no arrests of railway employes be­ 
ing made, friends of the dead man retaliated 
by wrecking the train. Gendarmes were sent 
out with instructions to bring in all suspected 
of any complicity in the work, and thirty- 
three Mex icans were arrested. 
The crime 
was fastened on three men, and under a re­ 
cent law they were sentenced to death. They 
were shot Tuesday morning at sunrise. The 
ex ecution was public and will probably serve 
as a warning to train wreckers. The jefe 
politico told the conductors: “ Whenever you 
discover anything on the track pick up who­ 
ever is around there and bring them to me. 
It won’t make any difference whether you 
saw them commit any crime or not.” 


A J ealous Husband’s Act. 
Indianapolis, Ind., May 19.— Morris J ohn­ 
son, an employe of the Adams Manufacturing 
company, returned home Wednesday evening 
and, finding his wife in the rear of the house, 
asked her to accompany him up-stairs. She 
made some ex cuse for not going, and he 
turned and left. In a few moments he came 
out again in his bare feet, leveled a revolver 
at his wife, and fired. Advancing, he fired a 
second shot, but a neighbor lady standing 
near pushed aside his arm and the ball missed 
its aim. 
He then went back up-stairs, placed 
the muzzle of the pistol to his head, and fired, 
falling to the floor a corpse.

the attempted murder and 
suicide.

I N HONOR OF COLFAX. 


A Beautiful Memorial of the Dead Vioa 
President Unveiled. 
Indianapolis , Ind., May 19.—The city was 
crowded with visitors Wednesday, drawn 
here by the ceremonies incident to the un­ 
veiling of a statue of the late Vice President 
Colfax . The ex ercises included a street pa­ 
rade, which was headed by a platoon of met­ 
ropolitan police, followed by military com­ 
panies and uniform rank Knights of Pyth­ 
ias in the order named, first 
and 
sec­ 
ond 
regiments 
Patriarch Militant, 
su­ 
bordinate lodges and encampment; state 
and 
city 
officers. 
The 
weather 
was 
bright 
and 
beautiful 
and 
the procession moved promptly. On arrival 
ai the University park the programme of un­ 
veiling was opened with a prayer by Grand 
Chaplain Brewington, followed by music, 
when the monument was unveiled by the 
president of the convention of the Daughters 
of Rebekah. The monument committee then 
made a formal presentation of the statue to 
the grand lodge. Grand Master Grant re­ 
sponded on behalf of that body, and was fol­ 
lowed by Grand Sire White, the ceremonies 
closing with music and the benediction. 
The pedestal is from a design by Mr. A. A. 
McCain, and is of granite, from Oak Hill, 
Me. It is symbolic in form. Three blocks at 
the base, on one of which the word “ Col­ 
fax ,” in raised in polished letters, represent 
Faith, Hope and Charity. The chief side of 
the die bears a scriptural scene representing 
Rebekah at tho well giving drink to the serv­ 
ant of Isaac. 
This is in bronze mwlallion. 
The other sides are embellished with polished 
raise« ! emblems of other branches of theorder. 
From the die start three columns with a 
plinth. 
These 
represent the principles of 
the 
order—friendship, 
love 
and 
truth. 
The tops of the columns are ontmented and 
covered with a cap, and on these rests a heroic 
statue of Colfax . 
Including the bronze block 
on which the statue stands, this is eight feet 
and four inches high, while the whole struc­ 
ture is twenty feet high from the ground to 
the top of the figure, seven feet higher than 
the Morton monument. 
Mr. Lorado Topt, of 
Chicago, 
the sculptor, is a young Amer­ 
ican 
v\ ho graduated 
at 
the art school 
of Paris first in a class of six ty. 
The 
tatue 
was erected in 
University park. 
Tli« * statu - was unveiled when rot entirely 
compkt« -. 
The p' destal is in place, but owing 
to a r e s e t fire in the foundry in which the 
figure is being cast, it was found impossible to 
complete it 
m time for thes ceremonies, 
and the place o tithe bronze figure was neces­ 
sarily occupied by a plaster cast representing 
Mr. Colfax . 
The bronze figure will arrive in 
a few « lays and l» e placed in portion.

The sudden attack of Jackson at Kerns- 
town caused a change in the plans at Wash­ 
ington. 
Banks and his corps were halted on 
tho way to Manassas, and sent in pursuit of 
the flying Confederates. 
At the same time 
Shields’ division of Banks’ corps, which had 
routed Jackson at Winchester, was detached 
from Banks and sent to McDowell 
Mc­ 
Dowell was to halfway co-operate with Mc­ 
Clellan at Richmond, and wholly keep an 
eye on Washington. Just what he was to do 
seems never to have been fully decided on 
between Gen. McClellan on one hand and the 
president and Secretary Stanton on the 
other. 
To get the movements that followed the 
battle of Winchester clearly in mind it will 
be necessary to note upon the map.the posi­ 
tion of both the Confederate and Union 
troops in northern Virginia at the beginning 
of May. 
Gen. Richard S. Ewell’s corps of 
10,000 Confedérate troops had been sent t 
Jackson from Richmond. 
That general, 
after crossing the south fork of the Shenan­ 
doah, continued his retreat and encamped 
at length near Swift Run gap. 
It had 
lieen an exciting, romantic retreat. Col. 
Turner Ashby, the cavalryman, was Jack­ 
son's rear guard. 
He hovered about the 
Federal advance, now making a dash ut 
them and engaging in a hot skirmish, now 
galloping away with a ringing of sabers when 
they came too near. It was work he delighted 
in. 
Ho rod« 1 at this time a magnificent white 
hom>, as famous in Confederate annals as the 
Union Sheridan's black horse became in this 
very region two years later. 
Ashby, left 
alone, was the last man 
to 
cross 
the 
Shenandoah bridge. 
Eight Federal cav­ 
alrymen were almost 
upon 
him as lie 
rode for life over the bridge. Two galloped 
on in advance. Ashby turned suddenly on 
them. A bullet from his i>arty already across 
the bridge struck one of the Union troopers 
down. Ashby cleft the other with his saber, 
and he, too, fell. 
Then Ashby galloped in 
hot haste over the bridge. 
Meantime balls rained like hail around the 
bold rider. One of them pierced his milk 
white horse and gave the beautiful animalU 
mortal wound. 
He carried his rider safe 
a cro ss the bridge, however, a torrent of 
blood flowing from his side as he ran. 
Ash­ 
by's famous ride on the white horse was 
continued two miles. 
J ackso n, with Ewell’s co rps, was at Swift 
Run g ap. On the Federal side plans were 
made to hem*hira in o n three sides and crush 
him. 
Banks had pursued J ackso n as far so uth as I

Jackson on the westward. Fremont, with 
I0.U00 men, was following Schenck and Mil­ 
roy. 
Farther away from Stonewall Jackson, 
but still within fighting reach of him, and to 
the cast, was McDowell at Fredericksburg 
with 40,000 men. 
Stonewall Jackson had, with Ewell’s divis­ 
ion. nearly 20,000 men. He resolved to fall upon 
the Union generals one at a time, and cripple 
or conquer them. 
His plan was a masterly 
one. 
Banks nt this time had not yet fallen 
back to Strasburg, but was still at Harrison­ 
burg. Jackson left Ewell to confront him 
Then, himself taking the tried troops tlmt 
had been with him in tho valley so long.be 
made a with ¿weep around by the south and 
west, past .Staunton, then to the west and 
northward to attack Schenck and Milroy. 
M ilro y was at McDowell, a village forty 
miles southwest of 
Harrisonburg, 
where 
Banks was. 
The swiftness of Jackson’s movement was 
something marvelous. 
It was important for 
him to attack Milroy and defeat him before 
he could join Banks at Harrisonburg. He ac­ 
complished it. 
Ho made forced marches and fell upon Mil­ 
roy at Bull Pasture, near the village of Mc­ 
Dowell. 
He had meantime been joined by 
six regiments under command of the Con­ 
federate general Edward Johnson. The fight 
at Bull Pasture occurred on a warm, bright 
morning, May 8, 
It may be considered the 
second battle of the Shenandoah campaign. 
Gen. Edward Johnson knew the mountain 
country well, and he and his regiment« took 
the lead, with Ashby's scouts in advance. 
May 7 the Federal pickets were driven in. 
At sunrise May 8 the Confederate troops 
marched toward the village of McDowell. 
They took position on Sutlington’a hill 
Mil­ 
roy sent out a force to dislodge them, and the 
Iwttle of Bull Pasture, McDowell or Sutling- 
ton’s bill began. 
There wo* a sharp engagement 
Milroy 
was defeated and fell back just as Schenck 
came up with re-enforcements. 
But it was 
too late to save the day, and the Federal 
forces retreated toward Franklin to wait for 
Frem ont They left behind them a supply of 
military stores, which Jackson captured. 
Immediately after this fight Banks re­ 
treated to Strasburg, fifty miles north. There 
he fortified himself, so as to protect the 
Baltimore 
and 
Ohio 
railroad. 
Halting 
not to rest, Jackson pushed on after the 
Federal troops. Having driven back Milroy 
and Schenck, the next move on the chess­ 
board was for liim to crush Banks, weakened 
os he was by the withdrawal of Shields’ 
division. Jackson therefore turned his at­ 
tention to Banks. 
The three Federal armies in northern Vir­ 
ginia that had been sent against Jackson 
were seventy miles apart, east, west an« l 
north, in a sort of triangle. When, there­ 
fore, Stonewall Jackson marched against 
Banks neither Fremont nor McDowell 
was 
near enough to aid him. 
Gen. Robert II. Milroy was bom in Indiana 
in 18 14.

McDowell, Jackson 
came to Front Royal. 
At this point, ami be­ 
tween him and Banks at Strasburg, lay 
Col. Kenly, with 1.400 Federal troops, 
if 
Jackson could annihilate this force the con­ 
nection between the armies of Banks and 3b - 
Doivell would be broken. 
Accordingly, 3Inv 23, he made 
a fierce at­ 
tack on Col Kenly’s little band at Front 
Royal and cut it to pieces. This was the 
third battle of the Shenandoah campaign. 
There was nothing now liotween Stonewall 
Jackson and Banks. 
Banks retreated with his small force yet 
farther north. 
He left Strasburg and started 
for Winchester. 
It was now a race and a chase between 
Banks and Jackson to the Potomac. If Jack­ 
son paused till the forces of Freinonkor Me 
Dowell could come up he would lie cut to 
pieces. 
He therefore determined to push on, 
surround Banks if possible and destroy his 
army before it could lie re-enforced. He pur 
sued Banks hotly, and once more tho old town 
of Winchester became the scene of a fight, 
the fourth in tho campaign. 
Banks kept back 
for several hours the advancing Confederates. 
This was 3Iay 24 and 25. 
But the southern 
soldiers poured in in larger and larger num­ 
bers. There was nothing but to run"for it. 
From Winchester 
Banks 
retreated 
to 
Martinsburg. 
He only waited hero two 
hours, when he was up and away again. 
At 
sunset, May 25, Banks reached the Potomac 
river at Williamsport. 
To get on the Maryland side of the river 
was the next thing. 
T,« o broken army had 
retreated in cm: 
io- . leaving great quanti­ 
ties* of stores M ini . ;aeni. Jackson had lit 
orally driven them into the Potomac. 
Into 
the river they plunged. The ferry took across 
tho ammunition train, the cavalry swam 
their horses, the wagon trains crossed by t be 
ford and the infantry were conveyed over by 
means of a pontoon bridge, which had been 
brought down the valV*y from the 
Shenandoah. 
At last the remnant of Gen. Banks' broken 
army was all across, just in time, for at that 
moment Jackson appeared opposite on the 
\ irginia side of the Potomoc. 
“ Never were mo re g rateful hearts in the 
same number o f men than when at midday 
o n the 26 th we sto o d o n the o ppo site sho re,” 
said Gen. Banks afterward. 
Gen. Banks was so deeply chag rined at his 
fo rced retreat that he is said to have shed 
tears o ver it 
He declared that he had lieen 
sacrificed 
by his g o vernment, that had 
stripped him o f Shields’ divisio n and then left 
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
